The assassination of John F. Kenne- 
dy was the subject of a series of docu- 
mentaries watched by Mrs. Rachel 
Bryan's American History classes last 
week. The students watched three films, 
each exploring a different aspect of the 
assassination 

The first film, "Kennedy Profile,” 
traced the life of Kennedy from his carly 
school years until his assassination in 
1963. The students watched filming of 
Kennedy during his bachelor days in 
college and during his years as a U.S.

The documentary also had excerpts 
from his wedding and his campaign for 
president. The film ended with actual 
news footage of Kennedy's assassination 
and burial. 

The second film, "Analyzation of the 
Kennedy Assassination,” was an indepth 
investigation regarding the number of 
shots fired at Kennedy and the directions 
from which they were fired. Walter 
Cronkite, who hosted the film, dis- 
cussed the possiblity of there being 
more than one gunman. 

In the last film, "Kennedy v. Wal- 
lace,” the students saw how Kennedy re- 
acted to Gov. George C. Wallace's refu- 
sal to let two black students register at 
the University of Alabama. They saw 
actual footage of discussions in the 
White House and conferences held by 
Wallace with his advisors. 

Mrs. Bryan showed the films to ac- 
company the chapters in the history 
book pertaining to the civil rights 
movement and Kennedy's years as presi- 
dent.

Hypnosis may hold key in murder case 


Coffee County Sheriff Brice 
Paul has reported that his office 
was using the science of hypnosis 
in an attempt to secure additional 
leads in the recent murder of an 
Elba woman. 

Sheriff Paul reported that sever- 


al potential witnesses in the case 
had stepped forward in an effort to 
help solve the crime and that 
through hypnosis, details not easily 
remembered could be discovered. 
"We are doing everything we 
can to solve the murder of Retha 


Mae Hines," stated Sheriff Paul, 
"and maybe through the use of hyp- 
nosis we can find the clue that will 
enable us to solve the crime." 
Sheriff Paul also reported that a 
black male had been attempting to 
sell women's jewelry matching the 


description of the items stolen dur- 
ing the robbery/murder at the Hines 
home, and urged anyone having 
any information concerning the sale 
of the items to contact the Sheriff's 
office in Elba. 


Georgia man sentenced to life without parole 


A young Georgia man was sen- 
tenced to life without parole last 
week for his involvement in the 
kidnapping, robbery and murder- 
for-hire of a rural Coffee County 
resident in 1985. 

Timothy David Stubbs, age 20, 
received the life without parole sen- 


tence from Circuit Judge Terry: 
Butts on Tuesday, May 30, in con- 
nection with the July 25, 1985 
shooting death of James Edwards 
Nelson, a resident of the Antioch 
Community. 

Stubbs, in a plea bargain agree- 


ment in March, entered a plea of 
guilty to the charges of kidnapping, 
robbery and murder-for-hire; how- 
ever, three days after entering his 
plea, Stubbs was found guilty of 
capital murder by a Coffee County 
jury.

Elba Police Chief Freddie Han- 
chey reported this week that a full- 
time investigator is on staff at the 
local police department and that 
since joining the staff, the investi- 
gator has been responsible for 15 
felony arrests. 

"We are indeed pleased to have 
Donnie Byrd on staff as an investi- 
gator," stated Chief Hanchey, "and 
it is obvious when looking at 


crimes reported within the city that 
the office of the investigator was 
needed to provide the public with 
the protection it deserves.” 

Bryd, a former employee of the 
Elba Police Department and the Al- 
abama Department of Corrections, 
accepted the position of investiga- 
tor in early May and,has extensive 
training at the  Investigator's 
School, in Montgomery.

The program generally iasts 
from early spring until the first 
frost, the length of the growing sca- 
son for marijuana in the state. 

Col. Wells stated that this year 
the Alabama National Guard will 


ing a reward of up to $1,000 for in- 
formation leading to the arrest and 
conviction of those responsible for 
the thefts, while Coffee County Cri- 
mestoppers is also offering a re- 
ward of up to $1,000.

provide personnel and equipment 
for aerial and ground support for 
the program. 

"We welcome the National 
Guard's involvement in the eradica- 
tion program and I believe the 
cooperation among all the agencies 
involved has been a key element in 
the program's increasing success 
through the years,” added Wells. 

Last year Alabama eamed a 6th 
place ranking nationwide with a to- 
tal of 187,000 plants valued at 
$149.6 million located and de- 
stroyed. This year the Drug En- 
forcement Agency has set an aver- 
age street value of $2,000 for each 
marijuana plant destroyed. 


"The most highly reported 
crimes in the city are burglaries, 
thefts and forgeries," stated Byrd, 
"and the main cause of the recent 
increase in these crimes is crack co- 
caine. The users have to have mon- 
ey to buy the drug and they steal to 
get it.” 

Investigator Byrd urged all citi- 
zens to keep their homes locked at 
all times, especially when no one is 
at the residence, to help prevent the 
recent rash of thefts.

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The only way in which a guilty 
plea can be accepted in a capital

The recommendation was based 
on two mitigating circumstances, 
which were (1) Stubbs was 17- 
years-old at the time of the murder 
and (2) Stubbs had no prior crimi- 
nal history. 

After the sentencing, Stubbs was 
returned to Limestone Correctional 
Facility, where he is already serv- 
ing a nine-year sentence for his 
Feb.22, 1986 escape from the Cof- 
fee County jail. 

Stubbs has approximately one 
month to appeal the life without pa- 
role sentence.

We need to show them we 
have numbers backing us up." 

Anderson also reported that sev- 
eral studies must still be completed’ 
and local funds would be needed. 

"Right now money is not a prob- 
Iem," said Anderson. "The 
$200,000 appropriated by the state 
legislature will help, but later on 
they will look for matching funds. 
The more matching funds we have, 
the more favorable Congress will 
look upon the project. 

The association has sect a mcm- 
bership goal of 10,000 for the com- 
ing year, with an annual member- 
ship fee of $5 per person and $20 
for businesses.

Tomatoes - To Prune Or Not 
ro Prune 

There are several ways to train 
tomatoes and cach method has both 
good points along with some bad. 
The tomato plant is a natural sucker 
producer, Suckers can be identified 
us the limb that occurs at the base 
of cach main limb where it meets 
the main stem. The suckers will 
also produce fruit if Ieft on the 
plant long enough. The tomato 
grower should make an carly deci- 
sion as to pruning because suckers 
should be pinched out before they 
get four inches long. Some training 
methods are given below: 

1. Unpruned Plants: In this 
method, all suckers are allowed to 
grow. This method producers a 
more bushy-type plant that will be 
more difficult to spray. Unpruned 
plants produce more tomatoes per 
plant that the other methods but the 
fruits are small and weigh some- 
what less than those from pruned 
plants. This method is normally 
practiced if tomato,plants are grown 
in Cages. 

2. One-Stem Method: This 
method requires that every sucker be 
removed, Labor per plant is greater 
with this method, fruits will be less 
per plant but they will be larger and 


weigh more than unpruned plants. 
Plants can be spaced closer together 
with this method. Research indi- 
cates that sun scald and blossom- 
end rot may be more severe under 
this method, 

3. Two-Stem Method: Very 
similar to the single stem method 
except one sucker is allowed to de- 
velop. The first sucker below the 
first flower cluster is the one to 
keep. All suckers below this one 
should be removed. As the main 
stem and the one sucker grow and 
develop, keep all new suckers 
pinched out. This method allows 
for a little more foliage, a few more 
tomatoes per plant. 

4, Once-Over Pruning: 
Plants are allowed to grow un- 
pruned until the first flower cluster 
can be seen. At that time all suck- 
crs below this first flower cluster 
arc removed. All new suckers are al- 
lowed to grow and develop. 

5. To Pruning: On very tall, 
indeterminate types, it may be de- 
sirable late in the season to termi- 
nate any further increase. In this 
case, the growing tip on the main 
stem and also suckers can be 
pinched back two to three inches to 
stop growth.

Lakes and Farm Ponds 

In Coffee County lakes and 
ponds can develop dense stands of 
weeds that interfere with intended 
uses and destroy the natural beauty 
of the water. Most aquatic weed 
problems result from poor planning 
and poor management. Other factors 
such as water, light, and nutricnts 
can help prevent weed growth. 

If weed problems do develop, 
you must take measures to reduce 
the plant population to manageable 
levels. 

Two ways to control weeds are 
through grass carp which we have 
discussed before and herbicides. 

Grass carp are kin to the com- 
mon carp but differ significantly in 
several important characteristics. 
Grass carp feed on aquatic plants 
und, unlike common carp, do not 
disturb bottom sediments which 
make pond waters muddy. Grass 
carp require running water to spawn 
and will not spawn in ponds or oth- 
er standing waters.

They are capable of cating two 
to three times their own weight in 
aquatic plants cach day and may 
gain 5 to 10 pounds in a single 
year. 

Two very common weed control 
chemicals used in ponds are Diquat 
and 2,4-D. Diquat is a contact her- 
bicide that is available only in a liq- 
uid formulation. It is effective in 
controlling the top growth of sub- 
merged weeds when it is injected 
uniformly below the water surface. 
Free-floating weeds such as duck- 
weed can be controlled when treated 
with Diquat and an approved non- 
ionic surfactant. 

Because Diquat is rapidly ticd up 
on clay particles or organic matter 
in water, use thic ier vic:ue only in 
clear or clean water. Diquat is fre- 
quently mixed with copper chelated 
compounds or endothall (Aquathol) 
to broaden the variety of aquatic 
weeds controlled. : 

The herbicide, 2, 4-L’, is a selec- 
live, foliage-applied material that is 
effective in controlling some aquat- 
ic broadleaf weeds. There are inany 
different products that centain 2, 4- 
D, but only a limited number of 
them can be used in aquatic situa- 
tions. 

This herbicide is available in 
granular and liquid forms. The gran- 
ular form is relatively non-toxic to 
fish and controls many submerged 
aquatic weeds. The liquid form of 
this herbicide generally controls 
plants with acrial plant parts, and 
the liquid ester forms are gencrally 
more toxic to fish than the other 
forms. 

Read the herbicide label carefully 
for all appropriate water-use restric- 
tions.

Bees - Bees 

When we think of bees, the first 
thing we think of is their sting! 
The second thing we think of is 
honey. Most people never think of 
how bees pollinate our crops direct- 
ly affecting American agriculture. 
But we tend to take for granted that 
this sometimes pesky insect we call 
the honey bee plays an individual 
role in our varied and plentiful food 
supply. 

In a typical hive, there are three 
kinds of honey bees. The queen bee 
lays eggs and rules the hive with 
chemical messages called phero- 
mones; the worker bee, a sterile [e- 
male, does all the work the hive re- 
quires; and the drone, a male bee 
with only one function, fertilizes 
the queen in her first few days of 
life, 

Worker bees gather food, primar- 
ily pollen and nectar, from flowers. 
As they forage from flower to flow- 
er, pollen sticks to their hairy bod- 
ics. Often, when the bees brush 
against petals and branches, pollen 
will fall into unfertilized flowers. 
Honey bees unintentionally polli- 
nate more than 90 cultivated crops, 
with a combined annual value of 
$20 billion. Honey bee pollination 
affects about every third mouthful 
of food or drink you consume. 
These foods include apples, al- 
monds, blueberries, cranberrics, 
cantaloupes and other melons, peas, 
beans, peaches, oranges, tomatoes, 
and cucumbers. 

Many plants pollinated by honey 
bees contribute indirectly to human 
dicts because they are important 
food sources for livestock and wild- 
life. These plants include alfalfa, 
clover, wild fruits, and berries. Also 
honey bees are important in polli- 
nation plants needed for dune and 
marsh stabilization. Many insects 
besides honey bees can pollinate 
plants, but no other insect is more 
easily managed or relocated for spe- 
cific pollination, nor does any other 
insect pollinate such a wide range 
of plants.

What does the Bible say 
about astrology? 


Bob Prichard 


_ Astrology is a practice based upon the belief that man's destiny is greatly 
influenced: or determined, by the pattern of the stars in the sky at the time 
of a person's birth. Although literally millions of people plan their daily ac- 
tivities after consulting their horoscopes, astrology is not scientific, or ra- 
tional, or biblical. Astrology is based on very ancicnt pagan superstitions, 
and goes back 4,000 years to the ancient Babylonians. Although once con- 
nected to astronomy (the science of studying the stars and celestial objects), 
astrology is now no more than a religious racket which exploits the gullible 
and misled. 

The very basis of astrolog is false. Determinations of a person's horo- 
scope (predictions made from the relative positions of the signs of the zodi- 
ac at the time of birth) are without any scientific basis. In fact, the so called 
"signs of the zodiac” were developed at a time when man thought that the 
earth was the center of the universe, and it was thought that all of the signs 
of the zodiac revolved around the earth. We now know that the earth re- 
volves around the sun, and our solar system is not the center of the uni- 
verse. 

Astrology is popular today because it offers comfort to the superstitious 
in an age of fear and anxiety. Many people are curious about something so 
"mysterious," and when they have no religious faith to fill the void in their 
lives, they are easily duped by the astrologers. Anyone who examines the 
horoscopes will find that the predictions are couched in carefully worded 
but vague termniology, so that more than one outcome can be predicted. 
And when a person consults his horoscope, he is likely to make it work out 
as preicted, not because of any influence of the stars, but because he will ar- 
range his life to align with the message of his horoscope. 

The Bible condemns astrology, because it is nothing more than fancy 
idolatry. Foretelling the fall of Babylon, Isaiah shows the powerlessiiess of 
astrology: “Let now the astrologers, the stargazers, th. monthly prognosti- 
cators, stand up and save thee from these things that shall come upon thee 
Behold they shall be as stubble; . . . they shall not deliver themselves from 
the power of the flame” (Isaiah 47:13-14). Jeremiah warned Isracl, “Thus 
saith the Lord, Learn not the way of the heathen, and be not dismayed at the 
signs of heaven, for the heathen are dismayed at them" (Jeremiah 10:2). 
Good king Josiah was commended by God for tearing down the places of 
worship of Baal, and also of the “twelve signs” (2 Kings 23:5). The New 
Testament condemns sorcery, idolatry, and witchcraft, which include astrol- 
ogy, and those who participate in such “shall not inherit the kingdom of 
God" (Galatians 5:20-21).

Don't rock the 
boat is the best 
advice given!! 


Sit down! Don't rock the 
boat! That's the advice of the Ala- 
bama Marine Police for those who 
use small boats for hunting, fishing 
or cruising. 

A small boat is unstable - stand- 
ing in the boat raises the center of 
gravity, which increases that insta- 
bility. Many sportsmen fall over- 
board when they stand to cast a 
line, land a catch or answer a call 
from nature. Marine Police urge 
boaters to keep this slogan in mind 
during National Safe Boating Weck, 
June 4-10, and all other boating 
seasons - Don't rock the boat! 

The load of a boat affects its sta- . 
bility. Use the capacity plate pro- 
vided by the boat manufacturer as a 
guide for a safe load. And remember 
to distribute the load evenly within 
the boat. If you steer your outboard 
from the stern (back of the boat) 
with your own weight in the stern, 
your gear should be located as far 
forward as possible. 

Most boats have flotation and if 
capsized or overturned, will remain 
afloat. Boaters who fall overboard 
are advised to keep calm. Get back 
into the boat if you can or climb on 
top of an overturned boat and wait 
for help. But the best way to avoid 
capsized or falling overboard in the 
first place is to remember - Don't 
rock the boat!

A number of blacks (Ne- 
groes) lived in shacks (houses) 
without porches and shutters for 
windows.

Don't Forget Pets While Vacationing 


The spring and summer months 
bring many families out of their 
homes to enjoy weekend getaways 
and vacations, and often this means 
taking along the family dog. Ac- 
cording to the Alabama Veterinary 
Medical Assuciation, there are cer- 
tain precautions dog owners should 
take to protect their pets from con- 
tracting or spreading heartworm and 
other diseases. 

The AVMA suggest the follow- 
ing tips to keep pets healthy and 
happy while traveling. 

*Before leaving on a long trip, 
take the dog in to a veterinarian for 
a complete check-up, including an 
exam for heartworm disease. 


* Always be sure the dog is wear- 
ing a collar with complete identifi- 
cation, including rabies and license 
lags, and keep it leashed at all time. 
Take current health and rabies vacci- 
nation certificates with you. 

*If the dog is not accustomed to 
traveling by car, take it for a few 
short rides before the tip. Some 
dogs may require motion sickness 
medication, 

*Don't feed the dog before the 
trip, but take food and water with 
you. Plan to stop every two hours 
for exercise and small portions of 
water. Upon arrival, give food and 
water sparingly before the main 
meal. 


Booze & Boating Is Deadly Mix 


More than half of boating acci- 
dents that result in death can be 
traced to alcohol. Operating a boat 
while intoxicated is not only ille- 


"gal, it is deadly dangerous. Alabama 


Marine Police officers warn that 
booze and boats don't mix -- during 
National Safe Boating Weck, June 
4 - 10, or any other time. 

With each drink, a person's abili- 
ty to coordinate arm and hand 
movements decreases. A drunk boat 
operator, like a drunk driver; has 
difficulty responding to emergen- 
cies. Loss of judgement is one of 
the early effects of drinking. After a 
drink or two, people tame more 
risks, and a boat underway on the 
water is no place for a daredevil. 

A person with alcohol in his 
blood is unable to scan the environ- 
ment while operating a boat. A 
drinker tends to fix his attention 
straight ahead when operating a car 
or boat, and is unaware of activity 
on either side. 

Alabama Marine Police are em- 
powered to administer sobricty tests 
to boaters suspected of operating a 
vessel under the influence of alco- 
hol, and issue citations or make ar- 
rests accordingly. Alcohol abuse is 
dangerous on dry land -- it can be 
deadly on the water. The “designated 
driver” concept, with the boat oper- 
ator abstaining from alcohol, is a 
partial solution. But Marine Police 
warn that having a drunk on board 
is dangerous, even if he's not in the

Don't Forget Pets While Vacationing 


The spring and summer months 
bring many families out of their 
homes to enjoy weekend getaways 
and vacations, and often this means 
taking along the family dog. Ac- 
cording to the Alabama Veterinary 
Medical Assuciation, there are cer- 
tain precautions dog owners should 
take to protect their pets from con- 
tracting or spreading heartworm and 
other diseases. 

The AVMA suggest the follow- 
ing tips to keep pets healthy and 
happy while traveling. 

*Before leaving on a long trip, 
take the dog in to a veterinarian for 
a complete check-up, including an 
exam for heartworm disease. 


* Always be sure the dog is wear- 
ing a collar with complete identifi- 
cation, including rabies and license 
lags, and keep it leashed at all time. 
Take current health and rabies vacci- 
nation certificates with you. 

*If the dog is not accustomed to 
traveling by car, take it for a few 
short rides before the tip. Some 
dogs may require motion sickness 
medication, 

*Don't feed the dog before the 
trip, but take food and water with 
you. Plan to stop every two hours 
for exercise and small portions of 
water. Upon arrival, give food and 
water sparingly before the main 
meal. 


Booze & Boating Is Deadly Mix 


More than half of boating acci- 
dents that result in death can be 
traced to alcohol. Operating a boat 
while intoxicated is not only ille- 


"gal, it is deadly dangerous. Alabama 


Marine Police officers warn that 
booze and boats don't mix -- during 
National Safe Boating Weck, June 
4 - 10, or any other time. 

With each drink, a person's abili- 
ty to coordinate arm and hand 
movements decreases. A drunk boat 
operator, like a drunk driver; has 
difficulty responding to emergen- 
cies. Loss of judgement is one of 
the early effects of drinking. After a 
drink or two, people tame more 
risks, and a boat underway on the 
water is no place for a daredevil. 

A person with alcohol in his 
blood is unable to scan the environ- 
ment while operating a boat. A 
drinker tends to fix his attention 
straight ahead when operating a car 
or boat, and is unaware of activity 
on either side. 

Alabama Marine Police are em- 
powered to administer sobricty tests 
to boaters suspected of operating a 
vessel under the influence of alco- 
hol, and issue citations or make ar- 
rests accordingly. Alcohol abuse is 
dangerous on dry land -- it can be 
deadly on the water. The “designated 
driver” concept, with the boat oper- 
ator abstaining from alcohol, is a 
partial solution. But Marine Police 
warn that having a drunk on board 
is dangerous, even if he's not in the

Suspected burglary ring pays visit to town, 
hits SouthTrust Bank and Peop! zs Bank 


The recent rash of break-ins at 
banks and businesses across the 
Wiregrass area hit home Monday 
night when both the SouthTrust 
Bank and The Peoples Bank were 
burglarized. 

Elba Police Chief Freddie Han- 
chey reported that the Elba Police 
Department received a call at 10:15 
p.m., Monday night, that a burglary 
was in progress at the SouthTrust 
Bank, located at Collier Street, in 
Elba. 

Elba police and deputy sheriff's 
from the Coffee County Sheriff's 
Department responded to the call 
and it was originally believed that 
the burglars were still inside the 
building; however, after a thorough 
search of the bank it was deter- 
mined that the bank was empty. 

Entry was attempted at a side 
door at the bank, but after being un- 
successful, entry was gained by 
breaking into a locked storage 
room and then knocking a hole in a 
wall that adjoined an inside office. 

The burglars apparently broke 
through a locked door located next 
to the main vault and climbed into 


the ceiling in an attempt to gain ac- 
cess to the vault, only to discover 
that the vault was surrounded by 18 
inches of concrete. 

A check of a second vault, also 
surrounded with concrete, apparent- 
ly convinced the burglars their at- 
tempted theft was in vain, and after 
searching through various desks 
and drawers, the burglars apparent- 
ly left the bank. 

It was reported that a computer 
modem at the bank was disconnect- 
ed at 8:59 p.m., giving authorities a 
time of entry. 

The Peoples Bank, located only 
one block away on Claxton Ave- 
nue, was also hit by either the same 
burglars or their accomplices on 
Monday night. 

Chief Hanchey ordered police to 
the bank after being informed of 
the break-in at SouthTrust, and af- 
ler arriving, it was discovered that a 
side door had been broken into and 
an indoor glass door had been brok- 
en. 

A search of The Peoples Bank 
by local authorities and members of 
the Crime Scene Unit from the 


Elba to vote on extension of school tax August 22 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
June 12, at the courthouse in Enter- 
prise and gave unanimous approval 
to a request from the Elba City 
Board of Education that a special 
election be held on August 22 to 
decide the fate of a 5 mill school 
tax earmarked for the Elba school 
system. 

The system has been collecting 
the tax for the past 25 years as a 
School District E Tax and in the 
election, voters in Elba and the area 
in District E will vote whether or 
not to continue the tax, which goes 
to the Elba school system. 

The tax amounts to five-cents 


per $100 on property tax and gener- 
ales approximately $54,000 annual- 
ly. 

A complete poll list of qualified 
voters for the special election will 
be published prior to the election. 

The meeting began at 9:00 a.m. 
with all members present except 
Sid Averett and the first order of 
business was to open bids on a 
number of items. 

A bid of $25 per ton was re- 
ceived from Couch, Inc., on 411 
plant mix; however, the bid was re- 
jected due to the fact the commis- 
sion can purchase the material for 
$20.54 from the state bid. 

Coffee County Farmer's Cooper- 


Offer made for purchase of old 
Gunter-Dunn building in Elba 


The former Gunter-Dunn build- 
ing was again a topic of discussion 
at the Elba City Council meeting 
Monday evening when an offer to 
purchase the property was made. 

Monthly bills of $18,284.79 also 
faced the group and Mayor Fred 
Moore explained the unusual one- 
time expenses that ran the total far 
above that of recent months. 

Mr. Ken English told the council 
he wished to purchase the property 
and renovate it to house his busi- 
ness. English noted it was probably 
the only empty building in town 
large enough to house his present 
and near-future growth. 

He assured council members he 
would comply with a pre-agreed- 
upon timetable to bring the build- 
ing up to whatever standards the 
city required for commercial prop- 
erty. 

Mayor Moore stated he would 
much rather see the building re- 
paired and used than to be torn 
down. 

No action was taken as council 
members weren't sure the property 
should be sold, nor exactly how 
they wanted to dispose of it. City 
officials explained to English that a 
sale of city-owned property ‘would 
require a sealed bid procedure that 
was properly advertised. 

The monthly bills of over eight- 
een thousand dollars included the 
$3475.62 cost of installing new 
tracks on a Case crawler tractor 
purchased used by the city in 1988. 
Also included in the monthly bills 
was $976.40 for pool chemicals; 
$801 for insurance; $627.67 for 
plant mix to repair two major cuts 
in highways to make underground 
repairs; $668.30 for radio repair 
and $7438.65 for gas and oil. The 
above items totaled almost $14,000 
of the monthly bills. 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey 
told the council the police depart- 
ment had received 203 complaints 
during the past two weeks, of 
which eight were traffic accidents. 
They had issued 50 traffic citations, 
including 9 for DUI. There were 31 
criminal arrests by officers in the 


department. Also 19 dogs were im- 
pounded by the animal control offi- 
cer. 

Hanchey. commended Investiga- 
tor Donnie Byrd for the large num- 
ber of crimes solved since he was 
named to the position of investiga- 
tor. 

Elba has been denied acceptance 


into the SE Alabama Drug Enforce- 


ment Task Force and Hanchey said 
he was asking for a reason. There is 
some federal matching funding 
available through this group on a 
75-25 basis. 

The council was told of Stan 
Marsh's resignation from the school 
board; approved a Prepared Cities 
resolution, accepted copies of a 
sewage system study that indicates 
it would cost at least $400,000 to 


furnish sewage to all citizens of 


Elba not presently being served. 
Moore told council members it 
would be two years before Elba 
could again apply for federal funds 
that could be used as matching 
funds for this sewer work. 

The federally funded drainage 
project is almost ready to start, 
Moore told the council. Also sum- 
mer help will be used to further the 
clean-up of the community; The 
cutting and trimming on the levee 
has been started and Moore said he 
had been promised some help by 
county crews within two or three 
weeks. 

Councilman Eddie Vaughan 
asked for council support of a pro- 
ject headed by County Agent Dan 
Presley for economic development 
of the county. The city will pay up 
to $200 for cost of printing sup- 
plies. 

Jean Kennett, representing the 
Chamber of Commerce, asked the 
city to go ahead with six "Welcome 
to Elba" signs, promising to help 
get clubs to cover the cost at $125 
each. 

A meeting is planned with state 
officials this week on plans for con- 
struction of a bicycle path along 
Highway 125, up to the recreation 
park. 


ative was the low bidder on cross- 
bow herbicide with a bid of $28 per 
gallon, while Bradshaw Pest Con- 
ol received the contract for 
Roundup herbicide by matching the 
only other bid of $58 per gallon, 
entered by Coffee County Farmer's 
Cooperative. 

The low bidder on the new 
health department building, in En- 
terprise, was G.R. Harvill, of Mo- 
bile, with a bid of $774,500. 

The contractor is expected to be- 
gin construction within two weeks 
and the building should be complet- 
ed in February, 1990, 

Items not listed in the bid in- 
cluded a telephone system (estimat- 
ed at $25,000), furniture (no cost 
estimate available) and miscellane- 
ous changes (estimated at $5,000). 

In addition to the construction 
cost and additional expenses, the 
total cost will also include $49,473 
in site preparation and approxi- 
mately $50,000 in architectural 
fees, not to mention the cost of in- 
Stalling sewage pipes to the site, 
making the total investment near 
the $1 million mark. 

The planned improvements at 
the county jail have apparently 
reached a dead end, following the 
announcement that the commission 
was involved in a federal lawsuit 
concerning the conditions at the 
jail. 

The latest suit was filed by a 
number of inmates at the jail and 
centered around various alleged 
"unconstitutional" conditions at the 
facility. 

Comm. chairman Billy Eagerton 
told the group that what had origi- 
nally begun as a simple plan to 
solve the problem of overcrowding 
at the jail had developed into a 
complicated matter.

Robert Stephens urged 
his colleagues to continue with 
plans to alleviate the overcrowding 


and stated "I wish the lawyers in- 
volved in the suits, the judges and 
the sheriff would all meet with us 
and attempt to find a workable so- 
lution tothe problem." 

The commission agreed to con- 
tinue with plans for renovating the 
jail, but also agreed not to do any 
actual work until the federal suit 
was settled. 

The subject of solid waste was 
again addressed at Monday's meet- 
ing and the commission again 
agreed that something needed to be 
done soon, but took no definite ac- 
tion. 

It was reported that the existing 
land fill in the county had 2-5 years 
left before it would be filled, while 
the commission felt a new land fill 
should be located as soon as possi- 
ble to insure the county didn't run 
out of time. 

The commission agreed and in a 
related matter authorized any mem- 
bers to attend a Solid Waste Man- 
agement Seminar set for July 20-21 
in Mobile. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 

***approved the minutes of the 
previous meeting; 

***sent out invitations to bid on 
signs, gas and diesel fuel; 

***agreed to seck bids on two 
road leveling projects and spot 
treatment for 61 roads; 

***was presented with the 
monthly fuel consumption report; 

***was informed that the work 
on a bridge on County Road 18 
would be completed this week; 

***approved the adoption of a 
lease agreement to be used by any 
group using one of the Farm Center 
buildings; 

***authorized Comm. Bill 
Faulk to attend a meeting on insu- 
rance on June 21 in Montgomery; 

***was told that SCS funds may 
be available to help with gully con- 
trol in the county that worsened due 
to recent heavy rains; 

***approved a motion that em- 
ployees have a 30-day waiting list 
before joining the county's insu- 
rance plan; 

***was informed that several 
county roads were almost impassi- 
ble; 

***and, paid bills.

Tom Maddox, who had completed 
his term on the-school board and re- 
quested not to be reappointed. 

The board approved Coleman

one year term and rotated off. 
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
